In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 94 of the 
Kerala Agrarian Relations Act, 1960 ( Act 4 of 1961) , the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following Rules. 


KERALA AGRARIAN RELATIONS RULES, 1961 

CHAPTER I 

GENERAL RULES 
1. Short title . These rules may be called the Kerala 
Agrarian Relations Rules , 1961. 

2. Forms. The forms in the schedule hereto shall be used 
with such variations as the circumstances may require. 

3. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

( a ) act means the Kerala Agrarian Relations Act, 1960 
( Act 4 of 1961) ; 

(b ) application includes an inter-locutory application ; 
( c ) collector means Collector of a district ; 

( d ) land board includes a bench of the Land Board consti 
tuted for performing the functions of the Board ; 

** ( e ) legal representative means a person who, in law , 
represents the estate of a deceased person ; 

the Kerala Agrarian Rela 
tions Act, 1960 (Act 4 of 1961); the hera 

( g ) tahsildar means Tahsildar holding charge of a Taluk ; 

( h ) village officer includes Village Assistant, Menon and 
Shanbhogue. 

4. Interpretation .-- The Interpretation and General Clauses 
Act, 1125, applies, as far as may be , to the interpretation of 
these rules, as it applies to the interpretation of an enactment. 
Determination of extent of land necessary for convenient 

enjoyment of sites , etc. 

[Sections 2 ( 21) and 57 ( 1) (e ) ] 
5. Locality etc., to be considered . The extent of land neces. 
sary for the convenient enjoyment of any site or structure 
shall be determined with reference to the locality , the habits 
of the people enjoying the same, the use to which it is ordi- . 
narily put and other similar factors ,

Ascertainment of net, income 

[ Section 2 ( 30 ) ] 
6 . Deductions .-- For ascertaining the net income of any 
property the following items shall be deducted from the gross 
income: 

( a ) cultivation expenses , if the income is the yield from 
short term crops like paddy, gingelly or chama , raised in the 
property ; or maintenance charges, if the income is the yield 
from long term cultivation like cocoanut, arecanut or pepper, 
raised in the property : 

(b ) taxes and cesses due to the Government or any local 
authority in respect of the property .

8 . 

Contents of application . - An application under sub-sec 
tion ( 1 ) of section 8 shall contain the following particulars : 

(a ) the description of the parties ; 

(b ) the name of the court , which passed the decree or 
order for eviction and the year and number of the suit ; 
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( c ) the name and address of the person who evicted the 
applicant ; 

(d ) the date of eviction ; 

( e ) the terms of the tenancy or arrangement under which 
the applicant held the land before eviction ; 

(f) the amount if any , received by the applicant on 
account of the eviction ; 

(g ) the nature and value of the improvements destroyed 
or effected between the date of eviction and the date of appli 
cation ; 

(h ) the amount, if any, outstanding as arrears of rent 
for the land sought to be restored ; and 
(i) the description of the land sought to be restored . 

Time for appeal 
[ Sections 8 ( 3 ) , 10 ( 11 ) , 11 ( 2 ) , 16 (5 ) , 18 ( 10 ) , 36 ( 5 ) , 

51 ( 1 ) and 66 ( 1 ) ] 
9. Period for appeal - Any appeal provided for under the Act 
shall be filed within THIRTY days from the date of the order 
appealed against ; and the time requisite for obtaining an 
attested copy of the order shall be excluded in computing the 
period for appeal. 

Application for resumption of land 

[ Section 10 (8 ) ] 
10. Contents of application . — The application under sub 
section ( 8 ) of section 10 shall inter alia contain the following 
particulars : 

( a ) the description of the parties ; 

( b ) the date and terms of the contract of tenancy as also 
the particulars of the document, if any, evidencing the con 
tract ; 

( c ) the purpose for, or ground on which resumption is 
sought; 

( d ) the nature and extent of the other lands owned or 
held by the applicant; 

(e ) the interest of the applicant in the holding ; 

( f) the names of the other persons holding interests in 
the land and the nature of their interests ; 

( g ) the extent of the lands held or owned by the tenant, 
so far known ; 

( h ) the date and purport of the certificate , if any, of the 
Collector; and 
( i) the description of the land sought to be resumed . 

Order for resumption of land 

[ Section 10 ( 10 ) ] 
11. Contents of order. The Older 

under 

sub -section 
( 10 ) of section 10, for resumption of land shall, besides speci 
fying the particulars mentioned in the sub -section , direct that 
the payments necessary be made by the landlord before the 
resumption of the land. 


Tenant s application for restoration 

[ Section 11 ( 1 ) ] 
12. Contents of application . The application under sub 
section ( 1 ) of section 11, for restoration of possession pf 
land shall, inter alia , contain the following particulars : 

( a ) the description of the parties ; 

(b ) the name of the Land Tribunal which passed the 
order of resumption and the year and number of the appli 
cation in which the order was passed ; 

( c ) the date of resumption ; 

( d ) the grounds which entitle the applicatnt to restora 
tion , and the date of transfer, if any ; 

( e ) the nature and extent of the interest held by the 
applicant and other persons, if any, immediately before the 
resumption in the land claimed to be restored ; 

( f) the obligations which the applicant would be sub 
ject to , if restoration is allowed ; and 

( g ) the description of the land claimed to be restored . 
13. Contents of order. - An order under section 11 for 
restoration of possession shall direct the payment of the 
amounts specified in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 13 , before 
obtaining the restoration . 


Application for determination of fair rent 

[ Sections 16 ( 1 ) and 52 ( 3 ) 
14. Contents of application .-- The application for deter 
mination of the fair rent in respect of any holding shall , 
inter alia , state 

( a ) the description of the parties ; 

( b ) the details of the agreement relating to the demise 
of the holding ; 

( c ) the kind of cultivation usually conducted in the 
holding ; 

( d ) the gross produce in respect of each crop or culti 
vation and the number of crops raised ; 

( e ) the cultivation expenses or maintenance charges in 
respect of each crop or cultivation ; 

( f) in the case of garden land 

( i) the number of cocoanut trees , arecanut trees and 
pepper vines bearing, as well as not bearing, in respect of which 
the landlord is bound to pay compensation to the tenant under 
the Kerala Compensation for Tenants Improvements Act, 1958 ; 

( ii) the number of cocoanut trees, arecanut trees and 
pepper vines, bearing as well as not bearing , in respect of which 
the landlord is not bound to pay compensation under the Kerala 
Compensation for Tenants Improvements Act, 1958 ; 

( iii) the age of each tree and vine; 
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( g ) the rent payable in respect of the holding and the 
instalments , if any, in which it is payable, and the date or 
dates on which the rent or the instalments of rent are payable ; 
and tax and cesses ; 

(h ) the names of the land owner and intermediaries, if 
any ; 

(i) the nature of the interests held by the landowner and 
intermediaries ; 

( j) whether the land was converted after the demise to 
any other class of land and if so by whom ; 

( k ) whether the land after the demise derived irrigation 
facilities at the expense of the landlord ; and 

( 1) the description of the holding . 
Notice to parties in application for fiuntion of fair rent 

[ Section 16 (4 ) ] 
15. Form of notice. - The notice under sub -section ( 4 ) of 
section 16 regarding applications for fixation of fair rent shall 
be in form No. 2 . 


Remission and reduction of rent 

[ Sections 23 and 24 ] 
16. Application for remission . — Application to the Collector 
for remission of rent by the tenant under sub - section ( 2 ) of 
section 23 , shall be in Form No. 3 . 

17. Time for submission of application . - Application for re 
mission of rent in respect of holdings cultivated with seasonal 
crops like paddy, shall be submitted by the tenant sufficiently 
in time so as to facilitate the inspection of the damage to or 
failure of crops. For this purpose, the Collector shall , if 
necessary, notify , with reference to the harvest time and the 
conditions prevailing in his district, the date or dates by which 
such applications shall be presented . 

18. Tahsildar to report. - The application shall be presented 
to the Tahsildar and the Tahsildar shall forward the same to 
the Collector with a full and detailed report, but without ex 
pressing any opinion on the merits of the request . 

19. Passing of orders.-- On receipt of the application and . 
the Tahsildar s report and after such enquiry and investiga 
tion , as he may deem necessary , the Collector shall pass orders 
either allowing or rejecting the application , but no such order 
shall be passed without giving the parties concerned an oppor 
tunity to be heard . 

20. Application for rent reduction.-- Any tenant seeking 
reduction of rent under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 24 , shall 
appiy for the same to the Collector . The application shall be 
in Form No. 3 . 

21. Procedure for disposal of application . The procedure 
specified in rules 17, 18 and 19 shall be followed as far as inay 
be, in the disposal of applications under rule 20 . 
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Surrender of holding by tenant 

[ Section 24 ( 3 ) ] 
22. Application . - Any tenant intending to surrender his 
holding under sub- section ( 3 ) of Section 24 shall apply to the 
Court within whose jurisdiction the holding is situate . 

23. Tenant to pay rent until actual surrender. - If the 
Court allows the application, the tenant shall be bound to pay 
the landlord the rent, if any, due for the period ending with 
the date on which the surrender becomes effective. 

24. Court s order to be communicated to Collector - Copy of 
the Court s order allowing the application shall be communi 
cated to the Collector, who shall take action for carrying out 
the necessary changes in the revenue records . 

Remittance of purchase price 
[ Sections 18 (5 ) (b ) , 18 ( 7 ) , 36 ( 3 ) , 46 and 72 ] 
25. Manner of remittance.Where the purchase price is 
paid in instalments, the second and subsequent instalments 
together with the interest due thereon, if any, shall be deposited 
into the Government Treasury to the credit of the Land Board 
under a separate head of account. The fact of each such 
deposit into the treasury shall be duly intimated by the pur 
chaser to the Land Tribunal and the Land Board immediately 
after the deposit is made. 
Time for applicaiton to Land Tribunal by small holder or tenant 

holding under small holder 

[ Section 18 (8 ) ] 
26. Time for application .- An application under sub -section 
( 8 ) of section 18 by a small holder or by a tenant holding 
under a small holder, shall be made within six months of the 
commencement of the section . 

Compensation 
Sections 18 ( 9 ) , 46 (6 ) , 54 , 67 (3 ) and 68 ] 
27. Payment of compensation in cash and bonds.- ( 1 ) The 
compensation payable under clause ( c ) of sub -section (9 ) of 
section 18, sub -section ( 3 ) of section 54 and section 68 shall be 
paid either in cash or in negotiable bonds redeemable in 10 
years and carrying interest at the rate of 41 per cent per 
annum or partly in cash and partly in such bonds, in such 
manner as the Government may, hy notification in the Gazette, 
specify . 

(2 ) Notification to be placed before the Legislature.-- The 
notification shall be placed on the table of the Legislative 
Assembly for a period of 14 days as soon as may be after it is 
published and shall be subject to such modifications as the 
Assembly may make during the session in which it is so laid 
or the session immediately following . 

28. Manner of disbursement of compensation.- ( 1 ) Pay . 
Inent of compensation whether in part or in full shall, except 
when honds are issued , bc by means of cheque. 
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(2 ) Filing of receipts. Whenever a person applies for 
disbursement of compensation , he shall file along with the 
application a receipt in Form No. 4 for the amount claimed 
affixing a stamp whenever necessary . 


( 3) Maintenance of ledger. - The authority disbursing the 
compensation shall keep a ledger showing the compensation 
due in respect of each land , the amounts paid towards it from 
time to time, the name of the persons receiving the same, the 
village in which the property lies, and its survey number and 
extent. 


(4 ) Deductions from compensation.Where the right, 
title and interest vested in the Government are subject to any 
encumbrance which becomes due at a later date , the present 
worth of the encumbrance shall be deducted from the compen 
sation . If the creditor and debtor agree, the present worth 
may be paid in full satisfaction of the liability. Where they 
disagree , the present worth may be deposited either in Savings 
Security Schemes or in the State Bank to be realised at the 
time of the maturity of the debt. If, however, the compensation 
is insufficient to discharge the liability in full, the compensation 
amount alone need be deposited . 
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(5 ) Payment of maintenance and alimony. In the case of 
maintenance or alimony, the arrears , which accrued before the 
date of the payment of the compensation, shall be paid out of 
it . As regards future maintenance or future alimony, pay 
ment may be made according to the agreement of both parties. 
Where they disagree, the compensation amount, or such por 
tion of it as is necessary , shall be deposited either in Saving 
Security Schemes or in the State Bank and the interest, or 
such portion of it as is necessary , may be arranged to be paid 
to the holders of the maintenance or alimony. If the interest 
accruing from the deposit is insufficient to meet the recurring 
claims, the holders of the maintenance or alimony shall not 
be entitled to claim the deficit. When the person entitled to 
get the maintenance or alimony dies or becomes disentitled 
to the same, the balance of the deposit shall belong to the 
person to whom the compensation belonged . 

(6 ) Payment in case of dispute.-- If there is dispute about 
the liability for the amount to be paid , payment shall not be 
made except on security , as in the case of part payment of 
compensation 

( 7 ) Payment to legal representatives. - Where the person 
entitled to the compensation , the value of encumbrance, main 
tenance or alimony dies before is paid to him , it shall be 
paid to his legal representatives on production of a succession 
certificate, where the amount outstanding is above Rs. 500 , 
and in other cases, on the production of a heirship certificate 
from a Tahsildar.

29. Form of Certificate.The certificate under clause ( b ) 
of sub -section ( 9 ) of section 18 shall be issued in Form No. 5 
and shall bear the seal of Office of the Land Board . 

Security for part payment of compensation 

[ Sections 18 ( 9 ) ( d ) , 46 (6 ) and 64 (6 ) ] 
30. Form of security .— The security for part payment of 
compensation shall be in Form No. 8 where part payment 
exceeds Rs. 500 and in Form No. 7 (indemnity bond) in other 
cases . 

Assignment to small holder 

[ Section 18 ( 12 ) ] 
31. Form of Assignment. The order of assignment to the 
small holder under sub -section ( 12 ) of section 18 , shall be in 
Form No. 8 and shall bear the seal of Office of the Land 
Board . 

32. Application of rules 48 to 52.- Rules 48 to 52 shall, as 
far as may be, apply to proceedings under section 18 also.

33. Publication of lists of prices. — The Statistical Depart 
ment shall publish every month in the Gazette and at the 
Taluk Head -quarters, lists of prices of commodities prevailing 
in each Taluk . The commodities shall include...

34. Notice. The notice under sub -section (5 ) of section 35 
shall give details regarding the trees proposed to be cut and 
removed , and shall invite the addressee to inspect the trees 
at the time and day to be specified in the notice . It shall be 
served by registered post at least 15 days before the date 
proposed for the cutting of the timber trees. 

35. Payment of market value. — The share of the market 
value payable in respect of the trees cut under sub -section ( 2 ) 
of section 35 , shall be paid before they are removed . 
Application for purchase of land-lord s rights in kudiyiruppu 

[ Section 36 ( 2 ) ] 
36. Notice regarding application . - On the institution of an 
application under sub-section ( 2 ) of section 36 , notice shall be 
issued in Form No. 9 to every person interested in the land. 
Certificate of purchase of land- lord s rights in Kudiyiruppu 

[ Section 36 ( 3 ) ] 
37. Form of Certificate. — The certificate of purchase under 
sub -section ( 3 ) of section 36 shall be in Form NO. 5 and shall 
bear the seal of Office of the Land Board . 
Application to Government for acquisition of land for 

shifting kudikidappu 

[ Section 37 ( 3 ) ] 
38. Form of application . The application to the Govern 
ment by a holder of land situate within the limits of any 
Municipal Corporation or of any Municipality for acquisition 
of land for shifting a kudikidappu from such land , shall be in 
Form No. 10 . 
Application by cultivating tenant or intermediary fər assignment of: 

right, title and interest of landlord 

[ Section 43 ( 2 ) ] 
39. Contents of application . The application under sub 
section ( 2 ) of section 43 shall contain , besides the particulars 
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mentioned in sub -sections (3 ) and (4 ) thereof, a specification 
of the section under which the vesting in Government took 
place, the date of the vesting and the circumstances leading 
to the vesting 


Public notice and notices to landowner , intermediary and other 

interested persons 

[ Section 44 ] 
40. Public notice.- ( 1 ) The public notice contemplated in 
sub -section ( 1 ) of section 44 shall be in Form No. 11 . 

( 2 ) Publication of notice . - The notice shall be published 

(a ) in a daily in the regional language of the area in 
which the land is situate and having circulation in the 
area ; 

(b ) on the notice board of the Land Tribunal in which 
the application or assignment is made; 

( c ) on the notice board of the Village . Office of the 
Village in which the land is situate ; and 

( d ) on the property , by affixation in some prominent 
part of it. 

( 3 ) Expense of publication to be met by applicant. - The 
expenses for such publication shall be collected in advance from 
the applicant. 

41. Individual notice to interested persons. The individual 
notice under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 44 shall be in Form 
No. 12. 


Application by interested person not served with notice 

[ Section 44 ( 2 ) ] 
42. Form of application . The application under sub - section 
( 2 ) of section 44 snall be in Form No. 13 . 


Bolated application by interested person 

[ Section 43 (2 ) ] 
43. Application to be accompanied by an interlocutory 
application for excusing the delay. - Where an application 
under section 43 is filed after the expiry of the period specified 
in sub - section ( 2 ) of the said section , it shall be accompanied 
by an interlocutory application for excusing the delay . 
Additional particulars to be specified in order allowing application 

[ Section 44 (4 ) ] 
44. Additional particulars. Besides the particulars speci 
fied in sub - section ( 4 ) of section 44 , the order mentioned therein 
shall state the village in which the land is situate and, where 
only a portion of a survey number is assigned , its location 
within tne survey number and its boundaries. 
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Record of liability for tax of persons continuing as tenants 

under Government 

[ Sections 43 and 46 ) 
45. Preparation of tax records.- ( 1 ) As soon as may be, 
after the expiry of the period for application for assignment 
of the right, title and interests, under section 43 , or for the 
deposit of the first instalment of purchase price under section 
46 , the Land Board shall cause 

(i) preparation of a list of the persons who have chosen 
to continue as tenants ; 

( ii ) cancellation of the pattas in respect of the properties 
held by such tenants ; and 

( iii) issue of fresh pattas to the tenants specifying 

( a ) the tax due in respect of the land, the instalments 
in which it shall be payable and the dates of such instal 
ments ; 

(b ) the annual rent due in respect of the land, and the 
date on which it shall be payable . 

( 2 ) Rent to whom to be paid.The rent due on the land 
shall be paid to the Village Officer of the Village in which the 
land is situate. 

( 3 ) Recovery of arrears of rent as arrears of land 
revenue. - The arrears of rent shall bear interest at six per cent 
per annum and shall be recoverable as arrears of land revenue 
under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time 
being in force. 

( 4 ) Land Board authorised to call for statement for 
preparation of list.- The Land Board , or any authority duly 
empowered in that behalf either by the Government or the 
Land Board, may call for from any person such statements 
as are deemed necessary for the preparation of the list and 
every person required to file any such statement, shall be bound 
to do so . 

Certificate of purchase 

[ Section 48 ] 
46. Form of certificate.-- The assignment of the right, title 
and interest of the landlord over any land under section 43 
shall be by means of a certificate of purchase in Form No. 5 . 
The certificate shall bear the seal of oface of the Land Board . 
Order determining value of interests and amount of encumbrances etc. 

[ Sections 49 and 50 ] 
47. Form of order. - The order determining the value of 
interest and the amount of encumbrance, maintenance or 
alimony charged on the land sought to be assigned , may be 
consolidated with the order determining the price of the land 
payable by the tenant and the order apportioning the liability 
subsisting on the same. It shall not, however , be irregular to 
pass separate orders for each of these different matters. 
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Valuation Statement 

[ Sections 53 and 65 ] 
48. Form of valuation statement.-- The valuation statement 
prepared under sections 53 and 65 shall be in Form No. 14 and 
shali , among other things, specify, 
.. (a ) the details and the value of the structures , wells and 
embankments and other improvements of a permanent nature 
belonging to the landowner and the intermediary ; 

(b ) the details and the value of the improvements other 
than those falling under clause (a ) belonging to the land 
owner and the intermediary ; 

(c ) the relative priority of the holders of the encumbrance , 
maintenance or alimony and the amounts for which such 
priority is available ; and 

(d ) the names and addresses of the persons, if any, who 
have levied any attachment on the property and the amount 
for which the attachment is levied . 

Compensation Statement 

[ Sections 53 and 67 ( 2 ) ] 
49. Forms of compensation statement and intimation .-- 
On receipt of the valuation statement, the Land Board shall 
prepare a compensation statement in Form No. 15 as expedi 
tiously as possible and intimate the persons entitled to receive 
compensation the amounts due to them , and invite objections 
to be filed on a specified date. The intimation shall be in 
Form No. 16 . 
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Enquiry into objections 
50. Manner of Enquiry . If any person files any objection 
regarding the compensation statement, it shall be inquired into 
in the samemanner as in the case of an application . 

Direction regarding deposit of compensation etc. 

[ Sections 54 (6 ) and 68 ( 2 ) ] 
51. Deposit of compensation due to private trusts, persons 
suffering from legal disability etc.- ( 1) The compensation or 
the value of encumbrance due to a private trust or endowment 
or a minor or a person suffering from any legal disability, or a 
limited owner, shall be deposited either in Savings Security 
Schemes or in the State Bank . In making the deposit , the 
wishes of the person entitled to the amount or of his legal 
guardian shall be ascertained and respected as far as possible. 
The benefit of the person entitled to the amount shall be the 
paramount consideration in making the deposit. 

( 2 ) Period of deposit in case of minor.- Where the 
amount is due to a minor , the period of the deposit shall, as 
far as possible , be such as will end on his attaining majority.

verifying the particulars mentioned in the statement filed under 
section 61, the Land Board may call for information from 
any person or from any officer of the Government, and such 
person or officer shall thereupon be bound to furnish the 
same.

( 4 ) Declaration of surrender. - The person making the 
surrender shall make a declaration to that effect in Form 
No. 25. He shall sign the declaration in the presence of the 
officer authorised to accept the surrender and of two respect 
able witnesses, preferably neighbours, who shall also append 
their signatures thereto. The officer authorised to accept the 
surrender shall then take possession of the property and make 
an endorsement on the declaration to the effect that the pro 
perty has been duly taken possession of by him on behalf of 
the Government under orders of the Land Board. The officer 
shall then submit the declaration together with the records 
to the Tahsildar. The declaration shall be countersigned by 
the Tahsildar and his seal of Office affixed .thereto . 

(5 ) Manner of assumption . If the person liable to sur 
render the property fails to surrender the same at the time 
and place fixed for the purpose, the officer authorised to accept 
the surrender shall promptly proceed to assume possession 
of the property , prepare the necessary mahazar, and record 
the fact of assumption in a declaration in Form No. 26. He 
shall sign the declaration in the presence of two respectable 
witnesses, preferably neighbours, who shall also append their 
signatures thereto. The officer shall then submit the decla 
ration together with the records to the Tahsildar. The decla 
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ration shall be countersigned by the Tahsildar and his seal 
of office affixed thereto . 

(6 ) Voluntary surrender . - Where a person voluntarily 
makes a surrender of land on or before the time fixed for the 
surrender, he shall deliver the same to such officer as the Land 
Board may authorise in that behalf and record a declaration 
in Form NO. 25 as required by sub- rule ( 4 ) . The procedure 
specified in sub -rule (4 ) shall apply to the declaration made 
under this sub-rule also . 

( 7 ) Transmission of records.-- The declarations and the 
records shall be forwarded to the Land Board by the Tahsildar 
after completion of the formalities under sub-rules (4 ) , (5 ) 
and (6 ) . The Land Board shall cause the declaration to be 
checked and endorse thereon its approval of the same. It shall 
also affix its seal of office thereto. 

( 8 ) Publication of declaration in village. After approval 
of the declaration by the Land Board , the Tahsildar shall pub 
lish a copy of the same by affixation on the property . It shall 
also be published by tom tom in the vallage. 

( 9 ) Publication of lists of land surrendered or assumed .-- 
The Land Board shall publish in the Gazette , the lists of lands 
surrendered or assumed under these rules from time to time.

CHAPTER II 
ASSIGNMENT OF LANDS VESTED IN GOVERNMENT 

AND MANAGEMENT OF THE LANDS 

PENDING ASSIGNMENT 


General 


64. Assignment and lease explained . - For purposes of 
the rules in this Chapter , the term " assignment" shall mean 
" assignment on registry " , and the term " lease" shall mean 
" assignment on lease " . 

05. Land to be managed through the agency of Revenue 
Department.- Lands vested in the Government under the Act 
shall be managed by the Land Board through the agency of 
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the Revenue Department, and the Collectors shall act 
in that behalf under the general control and direction of the 
Land Board . 

66. Statement of particulars to be furnished by Land 
Board.When issuing the authorisation under rule 52, the 
Land Board shall furnish the officer authorised, with a state 
ment containing the following particulars : 

(i) village, taluk and district in which the land is situate ; 

( ii) survey number,"location , boundaries and name, if any, 
of the land ; 

( iii ) class of the land and its extent ; 

(iv ) improvements of a permanent nature like structures, 
wells and embankments ; 

(v ) other improvements 
(a ) in the case of garden 
( 1 ) number of cocoanut trees (bearing and non 

bearing) and the age of each tree ; 
(2 ) number of arecanut trees (bearing and non -bear 

ing ) and the age of each tree ; 
( 3 ) number of pepper vines (bearing and non -bear 

ing ) and the age of each vine; and 
(4 ) number of other kinds of trees ( fruit trees and 

timber trees ) , and their age ; 
( b ) in the case of paramba 

number of the various kinds of trees ( fruit trees and 
timber trees ) and their age ; 

(c ) in the case of tharissu land ; 

the crop , if any, usually grown thereon and parti 
culars of trees, if any ; 

( vi) annual rent payable immediately before the sur 
render or assumption ; 

( vii ) tax and cesses ; and 

( viii) names of the person or persons who surrendered 
the land or from whom its possession has been assumed . 

A copy of the statement shall be furnished by the Land 
Board to the Collector , the Revenue Divisional Officer and the 
Tahsildar . 

67. Protection of land from unauthorised entry.- As and 
when any land is taken possession of , the Tahsildar shall take 
prompt and adequate steps to ensure its complete protection 
from any unauthorised entry or interference whatsoever . 

Lease of land 
68. Lease to be made temporarily pending assignment. 
Pending assignment of the land, action shall be taken wherever 
feasible, for its temporary lease for periods not exceeding one 
year at a time: 
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Provided that, in the case of garden and paramba , only 
the melpattam , that is to say, lease of usufructs by which 
the lessee shall have the right to collect the usufructs periodi 
cally, shall be granted : 

Provided further , that the lease may be made for periods 
exceeding one year at a time, to the extent specified , in the 
following cases : 

( a ) in the case of double crop nilam , for such period as 
is actually required for raising and harvesting two successive 
paddy crops; and 

(b ) in the case of land cultivated with any seasonal crop 
requiring more than twelve months to mature , such period 
as is actually required for raising and harvesting the crop . 

69. Arrangements preliminary to lease. For the purpose of 
leasing the land the following procedure shall be adopted 

( a ) Arrangements made for acceptance of surrender or 
assumption of lands in any locality shall be such that, as far 
as possible , the several items of land to be taken possession of 
and situated in the locality , may be so taken possession of on 
one and the same date. 

(b ) At least seven days in advance of the date aforesaid , 
the Tahsildar shall publish a notice by tom tom in the village 
in which the lands are situate and also in the adjacent villages , 
and by affixation on the notice boards of the Village Offices of 
those villages and on the lands. A copy of the notice shall also 
be published on the notice board of the Taluk Office . The notice 
shall state inter alia that the lands shall be leased and shall 
invite applications therefor . The terms and conditions govern 
ing the lease shall also be specified in the notice. The notice 
shall be in Form No. 29 . 

70. Application for lease. — The application for lease shall 
be in Form No. 30 . 

71. Enquiry into and report on application . The officer 
authorised to assume or accept the surrender of the land, shall 
receive the applications, if any, presented to him intend 
ing lessees. He shall conduct the necessary enquiry into those 
applications and also the applications, if any, forwarded to him 
by the Tahsildar or any other authority . After the enquiry, 
he shall submit the applications to the Tahsildar with his 
recommendations and specified remarks as to the bona fides of 
the applicants and their solvency and capacity to undertake 
the lease. The applications so forwarded shall reach the 
Tahsildar not later than Three days from the date of their 
receipt by the officer . 

72. Orders on application . - On receipt of the application , 
the Tahsildar shall, after such further investigation as he may 
deem necessary , pass orders thereon either sanctioning the lease 
of the land or rejecting the application . The orders passed 
by the Tahsildar shall be final in cases where the extent of 
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the land to be leased does not exceed two acres of double crop 
nilam or its equivalent. Copies of the orders passed by the 
Tahsildar in such cases shall be submitted by him to the 
Fevenue Divisional Officer , the Collector and the Land Board . 
In other cases , i.e., where the extent to be leased exceeds two 
acres of double crop nilam or its equivalent, the orders passed 
by the Tahsildar shall be subject to confirmation by the Revenue 
Divisional Officer and , in such cases, the Tahsildar shall submit 
the applications together with all the relevant records, in ori 
ginal, to the Revenue Divisional Officer, as far as possible , on 
the same date on which he passes the orders and in any case , 
not later than Two days thereafter. The Revenue Divisional 
Officer shall pass orders in the cases submitted by the Tahsildar, 
as expeditiously as practicable , but ordinarily not later tian 
Seven days from the date of receipt thereof by him . The 
Revenue Divisional Officer shall submit copies of all such 
olders to the Collector and the Land Board . 

73. Execution of Tease deed.- ( 1 ) The orders passed by 
the Tahsildar in cases where they are final and the orders 
passed by the Revenue Divisional Officer , in other cases, shall 
be communicated by the Tahsildar to the applicants with the 
least possible delay and, wherever necessary, action shall be 
taken by him forthwith to get lease deeds executed . The lease 
deed shall be in Form No. 31. 

( 2 ) Order granting melpattam . — In the case of mel 
pattam of garden or paramba as described in the first proviso 
to rule 68 , the order sanctioning the same shall be issued in 
Form No. 32. It shall not be necessary to execute a lease deed 
in such cases . 

Purposes for which lands may be leased 
74. Agricultural land.- ( 1 ) Agricultural land shall ordi 
narily be leased only for agricultural purposes. 

(2 ) Non -agricultural land. - Purposes for which non 
agricultural land may be leased , shall include 

(i) retting of cocoanut husks; 
( ii ) stocking of materials ; 
(iii ) use as playgrounds; 

(iv ) putting up pandals or sheds for conferences , fairs , 
festivals, marriages etc ; 

(v ) putting up tents or temporary structures for enter 
tainments like cinema, circus, drama, exhibition ; 

(vi) such other purposes, as are not specified above, for 
which temporary use of land may be required and may , in the 
Tahsildar s discretion , be allowed . 

Eligibility for Icaso 
75. Selection of lessees.- ( 1 ) In selecting lessees, the pro 
visions of secton 71 shall be borne in mind , so that ultimately 
when the lands available for permanent assignment are so assi 
gned , such assignment can be made in favour of the persons 
or co -operative societies, to whom the lease has been made. 


. 
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and 


Accordingly, lease of lands shall, as far as practicable, be made 
in themanner and to the categories of persons specified below : 

(i) holdings on which there are kudikidappukars shall be 
leased to such kudikidappukars ; 

(ii) out of the remaining area available for lease 

( a ) fifty per cent of the area shall be leased to landless 
agricultural labourers, of which one-half shall be leased 
to agricultural labourers belonging to Scheduled Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes , residing in the same village or adjacent 
villages ; 

( b ) thirty - five per cent of the area shall be leased 
to small holders and other landlords who are not entitled 
to resume any land and the land in whose possession is 
less than five acres of double crop nilam or its equivalent; 

( c) the remaining fifteen per cent of the area shall be 
leased to other cultivators who do not possess more than 
five acres of double crop nilam or its equivalent. 
Provided that 

(i) in leasing land under sub -clauses (a ) , (b ) , or (c ) , 
preference shall be given to Co-operative Societies formed 
by the persons specified in the respective sub -clauses ; and 

( ii ) the lands falling under the description of Kayal or 
Kole or Kaipad nilam , or lands used for Punam 
or Kumri cultivation shall be leased only to landless agri 
cultural labourers, or to Co -operative Societies formed by 
them . 

Provided further , that the provisions of this rule may be 
departed from in cases where land is leased for non -agricul 
tural purposes . 

Explanation . - For purpose of this sub -rule a Kudi 
kidappukaran or a tenant of a Kudiyiruppu shall be deemed 
to be a landless agricultural labourer if he does not possess any 
other land . 

( 2 ) No person shall be granted on lease more than 5 acres 
of double crop nilam or its equivalent. In cases where a person 
is aiready in possession of land , the maximum extent of land 
that may be leased to him shall be so much extent which 
together with the extent already in his possession , shall not 
exceed five acres of double crop nilam or its equivalent. 

( 3 ) Sub -rules ( 1 ) and (2 ) to apply to melpattam . 
The provisions of sub- rules ( 1 ) and (2 ) shall , so far as may 
be, apply to melpattam of garden or paramba. 

Lease by auction 
76. Cases in which auction may be resorted to.- ( 1 ) Not 
withstanding anything to the contrary contained in these rules, 
the melpattam of garden or paramba as also the lease of 
land in other cases , may be granted in public auction in cases 

(i) where suitable persons are not forthcoming for lease 
without auction ; or 
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(ii) where such lease will take time and the consequent 
delay may result in loss of usufructs or damage to or deteriora 
tion of the property, or may materially affect the prospects of 
its cultivation during the season , or result in its being left . 
uncultivated during the season . 

( 2 ) Due publicity to be given for auction. - The auction 
shall be conducted by the Tahsildar or under his orders by the 
Deputy Tahsildar after giving due publicity thereto . For this 
purpose, at least seven days prior to the date fixed for the 
auction , a notice shall be published by tom tom in the village 
in which the land is situate and the adjoining villages, and 
by affixation on some prominent part of the land itself. Copies 
of the notice shall also be published on the notice boards of 
the Revenue Divisional. Office, the Taluk Office and the offices 
of the villages referred to . 

( 3 ) Earnest money .- Every auction bidder shall deposit 
with the officer conducting the auction , an earnest money of 
Rs. 5 which will be adjusted towards the auction amount in the 
case of the successful bidder , and refunded in the case of the 
others . 

( 4 ) Solvency to be verified .-- No person shall be allowed 
to bid at the auction unless the Tahsildar is fully satisfied as 
to the bona fides and the solvency of the person . 

( 5 ) Upset price for auction .-- The upset price for the 
auction shall be fixed by the Tahsildar with due regard to the 
yield of the land and the market prices of commodities . 

(6 ) Payment of bid amount.-- The successful auction bid 
der shall remit on the spot 25 % of the bid amount and pay 
the balance thereof after confirmation of the lease in his favour 
and within such time as the Tahsildar may specify . Upon 
failure to pay the balance within the specified time, the 
bidder shall forfeit the twenty - five per cent of the bid amount 
already paid by him and shall, in addition, be liable for any 
loss that may result from his failure to pay the balance and 
take up the lease. 

( 7 ) Confirmation of auction . Where the extent of the 
land in respect of which the auction is conducted exceeds two 
acres of double crop nilam or its equivalent, the auction shall 
be subject to confirmation by the Revenue Divisional Officer. 
In other cases, the Tahsildar shall confirm the auction . 

Rens and t:: X and cesses 
77. Rent for land leased without auction for agricultural 
purposes:-(1) The rent chargeable for any land leased with 
out auction for agricultural purposes shall be payable in 
advance and shall be an amount equal to the fair rent, if any, 
fixed for the land. Where, in the case of any land , no fair rent 
is fixed , the rent for such land shall be an amount calculated 
at the rate of the normal rent applicable to such land under 
the notification issued by Government under sub -section (2 ) of 
Section 14. 
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(2 ) Liability for tax etc. - In addition to the rent payable 
under sub -rule ( 1 ) , the lessee shall be bound to pay the tax 
and cesses in respect of the land for the period of the lease . 

78. Rent for and leased without auction for non -agricul 
tural purposes. - Notwithstanding anything contained in Rule 
77, the rent payable for lands leased for non -agricultural 
purposes, shall be calculated in accordance with the following 
table .

Provided that where the lease granted is for educational, 
charitable or religious purposes, the Tahsildar, in cases where 
he is competent to sanction the lease, and the Revenue Divi 
sional Officer in other cases , may in their discretion, waive the 
collection of rent, either in full or in part, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing . 

79. Interest on arrears of rent.--Arrears of rent shall bear 
interest at six per cent per annum from the date on which 
the rent becomes due to the date of its actual payment or 
recovery . 

80. Security deposit by lessee.-- Before taking possession 
of the land leased without auction , the lessee shall deposit 
one year s rent as security for the due observance and fulfil 
ment of the terms and conditions of the lease, and the same 
shall , unless otherwise dealt with under these rules, be refund 
ed to the lessee after the epiry of the lease period . 

Terms and conditions of lease 
81. Lessee not to use land for other purposes . - The lessee 
shall not use the land or suffer it to be used except for the 
purpose for which it is leased . 

82. Lessee to permit officers of Government to enter upon 
land .- The lessee shall permit the officers and servants of the 
Government with or without workmen , at all times, to enter 
upon the land to inspect the condition of the land or to execute 
any work thereon . 

83. Lessee not to assign or underlet benefits without per 
mission . The lessee shall not assign or underlet the benefits 
arising under the lease without the previous written permis 
sion of the Revenue Divisional Officer . 
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84. Lessee to protect land from damage etc. - The lessee 
shall take all reasonable measures to the satisfaction of the 
Land Board and the Revenue authorities , to protect from loss, 
damage or destruction and to maintain in a proper state of 
repair , compound walls, bunds and ridges, drainage and irriga 
tion canals and channels , wells, tanks, embankments and 
structures, gates and pathways ; and all other improvements 
on the land (whether permanent or not ) , including trees and 
plants. He shall also take adequate safeguards against tres 
pass by animals or humans and against deterioration of the 
property generally . 

85. Marks on trees to be preserved . — The lessee shall see 
that the marks, if any, made by the officers of the Government on 
trees or other improvements , are preserved and not tampered 
with . 

86. Lessee not to cut trees , etc., without permission . The 
lessee shall not cut or remove any live trees or plants or cause 
them to be cut or removed without the previous permission of 
the Tahsildar . He shall hand over , from time to time, trees , 
if any, so cut with the Tahsildar s permission , and also the 
withered, wind -fallen or dead trees and branches, to the 
Village Officer , and the Village Officer shall arrange for their 
sale in public auction . 

87. Restoration of land . - On the expiry of the period of 
the lease, or termination thereof under rule 89, the lessee shall 
restore the land to the Government in the same condition in 
which it was leased to him . 

88. Arrears to be recovered as arrears of land revenue. 
The arrears of any dues payable by the lessee under these 
rules shall be recoverable as arrears of land revenue under the 
Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force, and a stipu 
lation to this effect shall be included in the lease deed to be 
executed by the lessee . 

89. Consequences of infringement of conditions. In the 
event of infringement of any of the terms and conditions 
specified in these rules or in the order sanctioning the lease 
or in the deed witnessing the lease , the lessee shall be liable 
to forfeit the amount of deposit, if any, made by him under 
rule 80 and to pay such compensation as may be determined 
hy the Collector, for any loss or damage resulting from such 
infringement. Such infringement shall also render the lease 
liable for termination without notice and without compensa 
tion to the lessee , and in the event of such termination of the 
lease, the lessee shall, if so required by the Collector, be bound 
to pay the proportionate rent for the period ending with the 
date of termination of the lease . 

Direct management of land released 
90. Cases where land may be directly cultivated . - If the 
following conditions are satisfied , the Collector may, in his 
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discretion , arrange for the direct cultivation of any land , for 
which no lessee is forthcoming : 

(a ) the land was being cultivated more or less regu 
larly prior to its vesting in Government; 

(b ) the land is readily cultivable i.e., no investment 
of money or labour is necessary by way of reclamation or 
improvement of the land as a preliminary to its cultivation ; 
and 

( c ) cultivation of the land will not result in any loss 
whatsoever to Government. 

In such cases, the Collector shall see that the cultivation 
is conducted during the usual seasons and according to the 
local practices. He shall also arrange for purposes like plough 
ing, digging and manuring ; sowing, transplanting and weeding ; 
and the harvesting and disposal of crops to the best advantage. 

91. Maintenance of gardens and parambas . — The Collector 
shall arrange for the proper maintenance of gardens and 
parambas for the melpattam of which no lessee is forth 
coming ; for the periodical collection and disposal of their 
usufructs to the best advantage ; and also for the collection 
and sale, in public auction , of withered , wind- fallen and dead 
tress and branches . 

92. Protection of improvements etc. Steps shall also be 
taken to ensure that compound walls, bunds and ridges ; irri 
gation and drainage canals and channels ; wells , tanks, embank 
ments and structures ; and gates and pathways , are all main 
tained in a state of proper repair, and that adequate safe 
guards are taken against trespass by animals or humans and 
against deterioration of the property generally . 

93. Agriculture Department to advise and assist Revenue 
authorities. Wherever necessary , in matters pertaining to 
cultivation and agricultural operations, the officers of the Agri 
culture Department shall advise and assist the Collector and 
his subordinates . 

94. Hired labour to be employed for manual, work .-- The 
various items of work connected with cultivation and agri 
cultural operations and the management of the lands generally , 
may be got done either by contract or by hired labour on 
wages at the local rates . Supervision of such work shall be 
the responsibility of the Tahsildar and his subordinates, parti. 
cularly the Village Officers . 


-Assignment of land 
95. Reservation of land for public purposes. - Lands to be 
reserved under section 71 for public purposes shall include, 
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among others, lands likely to be required for the present and 
future needs of the Government and local bodies. 

96. Report by Tahsildar .- Soon after the lands vesting in 
Government in any village are taken possession of the 
Tahsildar shall make a report to the Collector through the 
Revenue Divisional Officer, together with a list specifying the 
lands which may be reserved for public purposes . In preparing 
the report, the Tahsildar shall, to the extent necessary and 
practicable, consult the local officers of the other Government 
Departments and also the local bodies . The Revenue Divisional 
Officer shall satisfy himself, as far as possible, after personal 
enquiry and inspection , that the lands proposed for reserva 
tion are actually necessary or are sufficient to meet prospec 
tive public purposes, and submit the report and the list to the 
Collector with his specific remarks. The Collector shall for 
ward the list to the Land Board , if necessary , after amending 
or amplifying it in the light of the Revenue Divisional Officer s 
remarks and any investigation which the Collector may him 
self make or cause to be made. The Land Board shall take 
the list into consideration for deciding the extent of land to be 
reserved in the village for public purposes . 

97. Survey of lands. - In cases where the land to be assigned 
has to be surveyed , sub - divided and demarcated , the Land 
Board shall, with all convenient speed , cause the land to be 
so surveyed sub -divided and demarcated . 

98. Publication of lists of Tands. — The Land Board shall 
prepare from time to time, lists of lands that become available 
for assignment in each viliage after reserving the land necessary 
for public purposes . The list shall be published in the Gazette 
together with a notice in Form No. 33 inviting applications 
for assignment of the lands within a specified period . Copies 
of the lists, together with the notice, shall also be published 
by tom - tom in the village in which the lands are situate and 
adjacent villages , and by afixation on the lands and on the 
notice boards of the Village Offices of those villages and of 
the Collector s Office, the Revenue Divisional Office and the 
Taluk Office. 


99. Application for assignment. The application for 
assignment of land shall be submitted to the Land Board in 
Form No. 30 . 


100. Objections to be invited on application .-- After expiry 
of the period referred to in Rule 98 , the Land Board shall pre 
pare a list of the applicants who have applied for assignment of 
lands and publish the same in the Gazette together with a 
notice in Form No. 34 inviting objections, if any, to the appli 
cations within a specified period. Copy of the lists, together 
with the notice, shall be published by tom -tom in the village 
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in which the land is situate and adjacent villages and by alfix 
ation on the notice board of the Village Offices of those 
Villages and of the Collector s Office , the Revenue Divisional 
Office and the Taluk Office. 

101. Enquiry into application.-- After the expiry of the 
period specified in the notice aforesaid , the Land Board shall 
cause the necessary enquiries to be made into the applications 
and the objections, if any, filed in respect of them . 

102. Passing of orders on application . - After the enquiry, 
the Land Board shall pass orders on each application either 
allowing the request for assignment or rejecting it. The 
request for assignment shall be granted only if the Land Board 
is satisfied that the application is bona fide, that the objections, 
if any, raised in respect of it are unsustainable and that the 
applicant satisfies all the requirements of section 71 . 

103. Notice to applicant of decision to assign land . --In 
cases where it is decided to assign land , the Land Board shall 
issue or cause to be issued to the applicant, a notice informing 
him of the decision and specifying the purchase price the 
applicant has to pay, the number of instalments in which the 
purchase price is payable, the amount of each instalment, the 
date on which each instalment is payable and the rate of 
interest payable on outstanding instalments. The notice shall 
direct the applicant to remit into the treasury, the purchase 
price in lump, or at the applicant s option , the first instalment 
thereof, and to produce the treasury chalan on a specified 
date before the Land Board or any other authority authorised 
by it. On production of the chalan , or immediately there 
after , the Land Board shall take action to get the deed of 
assignment executed by the assignee . The notice shail be in 
Form No. 35 and the deed of assignment shall be in Form 
No. 36 . 

104 . Assignee to enter land after execution of assignment 
deed.- ( 1 ) The assignee shall be free to enter the land only 
after the execution of the deed of assignment. 
( 2 ) Issue of patta , 

-After the execution of the deed of 
assignment, the Land Board shall direct the Collector to issue 
à patta to the assignee in respect of the land assigned to him . 

( 3 ) Liability for tax, etc.- The assignee shall be liable 
to pay the tax and cesses in respect of the land . 

105 .. Modification or cancellation of assignment.-- ( 1 ) The 
assignment shall be liable to be modified or cancelled if it 
is found that it was made under mistake of facts or owing to 
misrepresentation or fraud . The assignment shall also be 
modified or cancelled , if it is shown that the extent assigned 
to any person is in excess of the limits prescribed in the 
Act or rules , or has made the total land in his possession more 
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than five acres of double crop nilam or its equivalent. Modif 
cation or cancellation of the assignment, as stated above, may 
be made by the Land Board of its own motion or otherwise , 
and in that case , the land assigned shall be resumed from the 
person either in part or in full, as the case may be . 

(2 ) Consequence of modification or cancellation of 
assignment. In the event of such modification or cancellation 
of the assignment and the resumption from the assignee of 
the land either in part or in full, the assignee shall not be 
entitled to any compensation for his improvements, but may 
be refunded , in part or in full as the case may be, the amount 
of the purchase price paid by him . The assignee shall, how 
ever , be liable for damages, if any , caused by him and the 
same shall be recovered by appropriating the purchase price 
to be refunded to him . If the purchase price is less than the 
amount of the damages laime the balance shall be recovered 
from the assignee as if it were an arrear of land revenue, a 
stipulation to that effect being included in the deed of assign 
ment. 

( 3 ) Assignée to be heard before modification or cancel 
lation of assignment. — No order under sub- rule ( 1 ) or sub 
rule ( 2 ) shall be passed without affording an opportunity to 
the assignee to be heard . 

Appeals and Review 
106. Collector to entertain appeal.- Subject to the pro 
visions of rule 72, an appeal shall lie to the Collector against 
any order passed by the Tahsildar or Revenue Divisional Officer 
under the rules in this Chapter , but there shall be no second 
appeal. The appeal shall be filed before the Collector within 
thirty days from the date of receipt of the order appealed 
against. In disposing of the appeal, an opportunity shall be 
given to the affected party to be heard . 

107. Land Board to review Collector s orders. The Land 
Board may suo motu or otherwise , review any order passed 
by the Collector, in cases where it is satisfied that such order 
has contravened the provisions of the Act or rules or has 
resulted or is likely to result, in grave injustice . 

108. Orders to be reviewed by the Land Board within sixty 
days.--No order shall be reviewed by the Land Board after 
the expiry of sixty days from the date of the order and without 
affording an opportunity to the affected parties to be heard . 

109. Enforcement of order allowing appeal or reviewing 
prior decision . Any order passed by the Collector allowing 
any appeal under Rule 106 , and any order passed by the Land 
Board reviewing any decision of the Collector under Rule 107 
shall , in the case of any land leased or assigned for purposes 
of cultivation , be given effect to only at the end of the cultiva 
tion season , if the lessee or the assignee, as the case may be, 
for the time being, has already cultivated the land .

Accounts and Registers 
110. Registers of lands to be maintained . - Separate regis 
ters shall be maintained for lands reserved for public purposes , 
for lands assigned or leased and also for lands managed 
directly . 


111. Accounts of income and expenditure to be kept. 
Separate accounts shall be kept of all income and expenditure 
arising out of the assignment, lease and direct management 
of lands, and separate registers shall also be maintained for 
each of those purposes. 


112. Credit of Receipts . - All receipts on account of or aris 
ing from assignment, lease or direct management of lands, 
shall be remitted into the Treasury under a separate head of 
account. 


113. Budget Estimates to be submitted by Land Board 
The Land Board shall submit to Government every year, Budget 
Estimates both under " Receipts " and " Expenditure" . 


114. Land Board to issue instructions to Collector.-- The 
Land Board shall issue appropriate instructions to the Collec 
tors and their subordinates in regard to the following, among 
other matters : 

( a ) for the guidance of officers to ensure prompt and 
efficient discharge of the various duties connected with lease , 
assignment or direct management of lands; 

(b ) for submission of diaries , progress reports, reviews 
and periodicals ; 

( c ) for the protection and care of the lands under manage 
ment and their periodical inspection and report on their con 
dition ; and 

(d ) for proper maintenance of the registers and accounts 
and for their periodical inspection. 

Copies of the instructions shall be submitted to Govern 
mcnt. 

115. Audit of accounts. - The Land Board shall arrange 
for the annual audit of all accounts relating to lease , assign 
ment, and direct management of lands and shall review the 
audit report. A copy of the review shall be submitted to 
Government. 

116 . Credit of profits .-- All profits, i.e., the excess of 
of receipts (other than tax and cesses) over expenditure, 
derived by way of lease , assignment, or direct management 
of lands, shall be credited to the Agriculturist Rehabilitation 
Fund at the end of every financial year . 
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CHAPTER III 


LAND BOARD AND LAND TRIBUNAL 


Terms of ajypointment and organisation and functioning of offices 

117. Members other than Chairman to hold office for two 
years at a time.- ( 1 ) Members of the Land Board , other than 
the Chairman , shall hold office for two years at a tirne from 
the date of assumption of the Office and the Government may , 
in their discretion , reappoint the same persons for further 
terms. 

( 2 ) Termination of appointment of Members.-- The 
Government may, in their discretion and without assign 
ing reasons, terminate the appointment of the members 
referred to in sub rule ( 1 ) even before the expiry of their 
terms of office. Before such termination , in case a non- official 
has been nominated by the Government as member under clause 
(iii ) of sub - section ( 1 ) of section_74 , such member shall be 
entitled to a notice of thirty days. Such member shall like 
wise be free to resign his office after giving thirty days notice 
to the Government. 

( 3) Filling of vacancies. - Any vacancy arising in the 
post of the Land Tribunal or of the Chairman and members 
of the Land Board , shall be duly filled by the Government. 

118. Disqualification for non -officials for nomination as 
member . - No non -official shall be eligible for nomination to 
or for holding office as member of the Land Board under 
clause (iii ) of sub - section ( 1 ) of section 74, if he 

( a ) is sentenced by a criminal court for any offence 
involving moral turpitude ; 

(b ) is of unsound mind, is a deaf mute or is suffering 
from any contagious disease ; or 

(c ) is adjudicated or has applied for adjudication , as 
an insolvent. 

119. Remuneration for members . If a non - official is nomi 
nated as member under clause ( iii) of sub - section ( 1 ) of sec 
tion 74 , Government may allow such member such remunera 
tion as they may deem fit . 

120. Travelling allowance and daily allowance for non 
official member of Land Board . – For the journeys performed 
by him , the non -official member , if any, of the Land Board 
shall be entitled to travelling allowance and daily allowance 
admissible to a Class I Government Officer . 

121. Leave for Tribunal and official members of Land 
Board.- ( 1 ) The Tribunal, and the Chairman and the official 
member or members of the Land Board , shall be eligible to all 
kinds of leave to which they are entitled as officers of the 
Government. 

Leave for non - official member of Land Board . - If 
the member nominated to the Land Board under clause ( iii) of 
sub - section ( 1 ) of section 74 is a non -official, such member 


( 2 ) 


. 
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shall be entitled to the same amount of casual leave admissible 
to a Government servant. Such member shall not be entitled 
ordinarily to any leave other than casual leave. But in the 
special cases where leave other than casual leave is granted to 
him , he shall not be eligible for any honorarium or allowance 
during the period thereof. 

122. Headquarters of Land Tribunal and Land Board. 
The Headquarters of the Land Board shall be the head 
quarters of the State or such other place as may be fixed by 
the Government. The headquarters of the Land Tribunal 
shall be such place as may be fixed by the Government vut it 
may hold sittings at any other place within its jurisdiction 
under the general or the special orders of the Land Board . 

Staff of Land Board and Land Tribunal 
123. ( 1 ) Land Board to have a Secretary. - The Land Board 
shall have a Secretary not lower in rank than that of a Deputy 
Collector and such other staff as the Government may sanction 
from time to time. Every Land Tribunal shall also have such 
staff as may be sanctioned by the Government. 

(2 ) Appointing authority .-- The appointing authority for 
the Secretary to the Land Board shall be the Government. 
The appointing authority for other posts under the Land 
Board and the staff under the Land Tribunal, shall be the 
Land Board . 

( 3 ) Staff to be regular Government Servants. — Members 
of the staff of the Land Board and the Land Tribunal shall 
be regular Government servants, and may be appointed by 
transfer from the Revenue or Judicial Department. Persons so 
appointed by transfer shall be treated as temporary additions 
to the respective cadres. 

(4 ) Head Ministerial Officers of Land Board and Land 
Tribunal. - A member of the Land Board s staff so appointed 
by the Chairman , shall function as the Head Ministerial 
Officer of the Board , and a member of the Land Tribunal s 
staff, so appointed by the Tribunal, shall function as its Head 
Ministerial Officer. 

(5 ) Chairman of Land Board to be head of Department.- 
The Chairman of the Land Board shall have powers of the 
Head of a Department. 

124. Office hours.--- The working hours of the offices of the 
Land Board and the Land Tribunal shall be from 10 a.m. to 
5 p.m. on all working days with the usual interval for lunch . 

125 . Constitution of Benches. The Chairman of the Land 
Board shall constitute, as and when necessary , Benches for 
exercising the functions of the Board and give timely intima 
tion thereof to the members of the Bench . 

126. Bench Room . There shall be a bench room for every 
Land Tribunal and the Land Board and the sittings shall be held 
openly in that room .

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127. Cause Jist. — The Bench clerk shall prepare before the 
commencement of the sitting of the Land Board or the Land 
Tribunal as the case may be, a list in Form No. 37 of the 
cases coming up before it on the day . The list shall be pre 
pared strictly in accordance with the priority of institution of 
the applications. It shall specify the number and year of the 
application , the names of the applicant and respondent and 
of their pleaders or recognised agents, the names of the parties 
not represented , and a clear indication as to the nature of the 
case and the purpose of the posting. 

128 , Roll Call of cases. - The Bench clerk shall make the 
cause list available to the Land Board or the Land Tribunal, 
as the case may be . The cases posted for the day shall be 
called out in their order as soon as the sitting commences . 

129. Diary . - For every case there shall be a sheet diary 
in Form No. 38. The diary shall contain concise but faithful 
entries relating to every proceeding and stage in the applica 
tion , beginning with its institution and ending with its final 
disposal. The gist of the application and the orders thereon 
shall be entered in the diary. It shall be written up by the 
Bench clerk promptly and systematically in blue-black ink , 
and shall be initialled on the dates of the posting by a member 
of the Land Board or by the Land Tribunal, as the case may 
be. 

130. Diary Register . — The entries in the sheet diary shall 
be copied from day -to - day in the diary register. Separate 
pages must be allotted in the register for each case. The 
Head Ministerial Officer shall verify the entries and initial 
below the entries on the dates on which they are made. 

131. Order Sheet. There shall be an order sheet for every 
case in the hand of the Land Tribunal or Chairman of the 
Lanci Board as the case may be, hearing the proceeding. 
Entries shall be made in the order sheet each day of the 
posting of the case , noting the date, purpose of the posting , 
the work transacted on the day, and the date and purpose of 
the succeeding posting , if any . 

132. Seal of Office and Notice Board . - For every Land 
Tribunal and the Land Board there shall be a seal of oflice 
and a notice board . 

133. Stamps.--- If any application which requires court fee 
stamp is unstamped or insufficiently stamped , the Head Mini 
stcrial Officer shall direct the person presenting it to cure the 
defect within a specified time, not exceeding one week . If 
the defect is not cured within the time fixed , the Head Mini 
sterial Officer shall produce the application before the Chair 
man of the Land Board or the Land Tribunal, as the case may 
be, who shall pass thercon such order as is deemed fit. 

134. Impounding of instruments.-- The Head Ministerial 
Officer shall examine every instrument produced before him so 
as to ascertain whether it is duly stamped . If a document is 
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not properly stamped, the Head Ministerial Officer or , as the 
case may be, the Land Tribunal or any member of the Land 
Board hearing the case, shall impound the same. 

135._Permanent advance. Every Land Tribunal and the 
Land Board shall have such permanent advance as may be 
ailowed by the Government. 

136. Collection of postage etc.- Amounts necessary for 
postage , commission batta , mileage, witness batta etc., payable 
by parties shall be collected in advance by the Head Ministerial 
Officer and kept under safe custody to be utilised by him for the 
requisite purposes. He shallnot keep with him , besides the per 
manent advance, any amount exceeding Rs. 50 at a time, and 
shall from time to time deposit into the Government treasury 
any amount in excess thereof under a separate head of account. 
- 137 . Accounts . - The Head Ministerial Officer shall keep 
the accounts of the office to which he is attached . There shall 
be a cash book in which entries relating to all cash trans 
actions shall be entered in the course of the business of the 
office, and the balance of the cash shall be struck therein at 
the end of the day. A ledger also shall be kept allotting 
separate pages for each case . 

138. Security deposit . — The Head Ministerial Officer shall 
deposit with the Government such security and in such manner 
as the Government, may by order, specify . 
139. Audit. - The Government shall 

arrange for the 
periodical audit of the accounts and of the movables held by 
the Land Tribunal and the Land Board . 

140. Fair Copies of Orders.-- Final orders passed by the 
Land Tribunal and the Land Board on applications heard by 
them shall be fair copied , duly .compared with the original, 
and then signed by the person or persons who passed them . 
The originals of such orders shall be permanently preserved . 

141. Register of final orders. — There shall be a register of 
final orders in every Land Tribunal and the Land Board . The 
final orders passed by the Tribunal and the Board shall be 
promptly copied in the register date -war and the Head Mini 
sterial Officer shall initial below the entry , after verification . 
At the end of the register an index of its content shall be 
entered . 

142. Return of documents. - Any document produced for 
evidence in any case shall be returned to the party producing 
the same, on his application made within three months of the 
final disposal of the case. If no application is made within 
the above period, the party shall not be entitled to claim the 
document back . 


Explanation 
A case shall be deemed to be finally disposed of only after 
the appeal and revision, if any, are finally decided . 
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143. Submission of records for appeal or revision. - Soon 
after the final decision of a case, the records relating to it 
shall be completed , arranged and indexed and consigned to the 
Records. They shall be forwarded to the appellate or revisi 
onal court whenever demanded. 


Records 
144. Records to be kept safely .-- In every Land Tribunal 
and the Land Board there shall be provision for keeping the 
records safely and intact. The records shall be arranged 
year-war and in the order of their numbers . Indices of the 
records shall be prepared for reference. 

145. Records to be permanently preserved . - Originals of 
the final orders , and the registers specified below shall be 
permanently preserved : 

( 1 ) Register of applications, 
( 2 ) Diary Register , 
( 3 ) Cash Book , 
( 4 ) Ledger , 

(5 ) Register of final orders . 
146. Records to be preserved for specific periods.- The re 
cords specified hereunder shall be destroyed in such manner as 
may be directed by the Government or the Land Board after the 
expiry of the period specified against them . A list of the re 
cords to be destroyed shall be published on the notice board 
of the Land Board or the Land Tribunal as the case may be, at 
least a fortnight before the date fixed for the destruction . 
Before destruction , the documents proposed to be destroyed 
shall be correctly entered in a register to be kept for the 
purpose.

149. Maintenance of Registers. The Head Ministerial 
Officer shall be responsible for the proper maintenance of the 
registers. They shall be periodically inspected by the Land 
Tribunal or the Chairman of the Land Board as the case may 
be. 

Inspection of documents 
150. Parties to be allowed to inspect documents.- ( 1 ) Any 
party shall be at liberty to inspect any document recited or 
referred to in any proceeding and filed in the Land Tribunal 
or the Land Board therewith . 

(2 ) Inspection to be free during pendency of proceeding - 
Every party desiring to inspect any document filed in the Land 
Tribunal or in the Land Board shall present a memorandum 
specifying the document of which inspection is required , and 
inspection shall be allowed , without the payment of any fee, 
during the pendency of the proceeding . 
151. 

Fee payable in other cases. - If leave to inspect is 
granted , the inspection of the record shall be made in the 
presence of any officer specified by the Land Tribunal or the 
Land Board . The fee for inspection , except where inspection 
without payment is permitted under sub -rule (2 ) of rule 150 
shall be 15 nP . for every hour or part of an hour , during which 
the specified officer shall be engaged , and shall be paid by way of 
court fee stamps affixed to the application . The fee so levied 
shall not be refunded on any account. 

152 . Search of records and search fee. — On every appli 
cation for search of documents, search fee at the following 
rates shall be paid in court fee stamps ; 

( a ) when the document belongs to any year prior to the 
calendar year , but is not more than 10 years old - Re. O np. 50 ; 

( b ) when the document is more than ten years old 
Re. 1-00 . 


Provided that no such fee need be paid by a party to the 
proceeding where the application for search is made in a pro 
ceeding which is pending disposal on the date of application . 

Provided also that no such fee need be paid by a party to 
the proceeding in the case of an application for a copy of an 
order passed thereon within one year prior to the date of the 
application . 

Excplanation . - For the purpose of this rule, only one 
search fee need be paid for all documents forming part of the 
record in the same proceeding and the document shall be 
deemed to be of the date of the proceeding of which it forms 
part. 

Certified coples 
153. Parties to apply for copy.- ( 1 ) Any person entitled to 
obtain a copy of any proceeding or document filed in , or in 
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the custody of, the Land Tribunal or the Land Board , may 
present an application for the same. 

( 2) Copy of confidential papers not to be given . - Copies 
of minutes or notes of the Chairman or other members of the 
Land Board or of the Land Tribunal or other confidential 
papers shall not be granted . 

(3 ) Parties to supply copy stamp papers. - Along with 
every application for copies , copying stamp papers necessary 
for preparing the copies shall be supplied . The number of 
papers to be supplied shall be calculated at the rate of one 
copy stamp paper of the value of twenty naye-paise for every 
175 words in English or 125 words in Malayalam , Tamil or 
Kanarese , or the fractions of 175 or 125 words, as the case 


may be. 


Note.--Each statement, account, report, petition , order or the like should 

be treated as a separate document and should be written on 
separate copying stamp paper. 


(4 ) Copies to be certified and sealed . — Copies shall be 
transcribed only on the front page of every stamp paper . All 
copies shall be certified to be true copies and shall also be 
sealed with the seal of the Land Tribunal or the Land Board 
as the case may be. 

(5 ) Particulars to be endorsed on copies. - Every copy 
shall bear an endorsement showing the following particulars 
and be initialled by the person preparing the copy : 

( a ) the year and number of the proceeding; 
( b ) the name of the Land Board or the Land Tribunal ; 
(c ) the name of the applicant ; 
(d ) the number and date of application ; 
( e) date of calling for additional stamp papers , if any ; 
( f) date of production of the same; 
(g ) date for appearance to receive the copy; 
( h ) date of delivery of copy. 


CHAPTER IV 


AGRICULTURIST REHABILITATION FUND 


Constitution 


154. Receipts to the Fund.- The Agriculturist Rehabilita 
tion Fund shall, in addition to the surplus of purchase price 
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over the compensation payable under the Act and grants or 
loans that may be granted by the State Government or the 
Central Government, consist of receipts under the following 
heads : 

(i) donations from members of the public and institu 
tions ; 

( ii ) profits, if any, made by direct management of surplus 
land ; 
( iii) the interest accruing from the investment, if 

any, 
of the amount standing to the credit of the Fund ; and 
(iv ) the interest on the loans granted from the Fund . 

Administration 
155. Fund to be directly controlled by the Head of the Land 
Revenue Department. — The Fund shall be administered by the 
Land Revenue Department under the direct control and super 
vision of the Head of the Land Revenue Department. 

156. Authority to sanction grants and loans. - The Head 
of the Land Revenue Department shall be the authority com 
petent to sanction grants and loans from the Fund and the 
orders passed by him shall be final. 

157. Treasurer of Fund . — The Secretary to the Board of 
Revenue shall be the Treasurer of the Fund. 

158. Moneys to be deposited in Treasury or elsewhere. 
All moneys in the Fund and all future receipts thereto shall 
be deposited into the Government treasury or deposited else 
where in such manner as the Government may by order specify . 

159. Estimate for grants and loans from Government to be 
furnished each year.- ( 1 ) At the time of submission of the 
annual budget estimates for the Land Revenue Department, 
the Head of that Department shall submit to the Government an 
estimate of the amount that should be provided in the budget 
for the succeeding financial year, for grants and loans to be 
made by the Government towards the Fund during the year . 

( 2 ) Grants and loans from Central Government to be 
sought . — The Head of the Land Revenue Department shall 
also submit proposals to the Government, as and when neces 
sary , for moving the Central Government for grants and loans 
towards the Fund . He shall also take steps, as and when 
nécessary , to obtain donations from institutions and members 
of the public. 

160. Objects of grants and loans, the maximum admissible 
and the period of repayment. The purposes for which grants 
and loans may be granted from the Fund , the maximum 
amounts upto which the same may be granted in each case, 
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and the number of annual instalments in which the loans shall 
be repayable, shall be as follows :

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161. Eligibility for grants and loans.- ( 1) No person shall 
be eligible 

( a ) For any grant, if 

(i) the total extent of land held and enjoyed by him and 
the other members of his family exceeds two acres of 
double crop nilam or its equivalent; 

OR 
(ii) the total annual income derived by him and the 
other members of his family, from all sources including 
agriculture, exceeds Rs. 3,000 ; 

OR 
(iii ) the total compensation , under the Act, received 
by him and the other members of his family , exceeds 
Rs. 5,000 . 
(b ) For any loan , if 

(i) the total extent of land held and enjoyed by him 
and the other members of his family , exceeds five acres 
of double crop nilam or its equivalent; 

OR 
( ii ) the total annual income derived by him and the 
other members of his family, from all sources including 
agriculture, exceeds Rs. 6,000 ; 

OR . 
(iii ) the total compensation under the Act received 
by him and the other members of his family exceeds 
Rs. 10,000 . 

(2 ) Grants or loans shall not be granted in respect of 
lands in possession by way of mortgage . 

162. Security for loan . — No loan shall be granted unless 
the value of the security offered exceeds by at least one- third , 
the amount of the loan applied for . The security offered shall 
ordinarily include the land which is sought to be improved 
or on which the proposed work is to be constructed or on 
which the planting of trees or the cultivation of crops is pro 
posed . If the value of such land does not exceed by one 
Third , the amount of the loan applied for, collateral security 
shall be required and such security may consist of 

( i) other lands belonging to the applicant; or 

(ii) lands belonging to other persons who are willing 
to become his sureties ; or 

(iii ) personal security when the amount covered by the 
loan does not exceed Rs. 150 ; or 

(iv ) a combination of two or more of the forms of secu 
rity specified in clauses (i) to (iii ) . 

Loans repayable in two annual instalments and not ex 
ceeding Rs. 50 may be granted on the personal security of the 
applicant with one or more solvent sureties . 

163. Interest on loans.- ( 1 ) The loans granted from the 
Fund shall bear such rate of interest as the Government may , 
from time to time, by order specify. 


(2 ) Interest payable from the date of disbursement of 
loan . Interest shall accrue from the date of disbursement of 
the loan . In calculating interest, the calendar month shall 
be the unit, periods of fifteen days and over in a month being 
treated as one month , and periods less than fifteen days being 
ignored . 

164. Application for grants or loans. - Application for 
grants or loans , shall be made to the Tahsildar of the Taluk 
in which the land is situate in Form No. 61. 

Enquiry into application 
165. Local enquiry by Tahsildar.- The Tahsildar shall 
conduct a local enquiry in respect of the application after 
inviting objections, if any, to the application . A notice in 
Form No. 62 for the purpose, duly signed by the Tahsildar, 
shall be pu hed at least seven days prior to the date fixed 
for the enquiry , on the notice board of the Village Office, and 
if necessary , by tom -tom in the Village. Notice shall also 
be given to the applicant to attend the enquiry , either in per 
son or by duly authorised agent. The notice shall be in Form 
No. 63. 

166. Report of Tahsildar and recommendation of Col 
lector.--In the course of the enquiry, the Tahsildar shall 
satisfy himself as to the bona fides and the solvency of the 
applicant. If the application is for a loan, he shall, in addi 
tion , make very careful enquiry regarding the sufficiency of 
the security offered . Soon after the local enquiry and 
such further investigation , as may be deemed necessary , the 
Tahsildar shall sumbit the application to the Collector with 
his recommendation and detailed remarks regarding the bona 
fides and solvency of the applicant and , if the application is 
for a loan , also regarding the solvency of the sureties and 
the adequacy of the security offered . The Collector shall then 
submit the application with his own recommendation to the 
Head of the Revenue Department for orders . 

167. Grants to be made only in exceptional cases. — Grants 
from the Fund shall be made only in cases of exceptional 
distress and hardship . 

168. Undertaking to be obtained from grantee. - When 
ever a grant is made to any person , a written undertaking, 
attested by two respectable witnesses, shall be obtained from 
him , binding him to apply the amount fully and properly with 
in the specified period to the purpose for which the grant is 
made and, in the event of default , to refund the entire amount 
together with interest as for a loan sanctioned under these 
rules, from the date of disbursement of the grant. The under 
taking shall also categorically state that the Government may, 
if they deem it necessary, proceed against his properties and 
recover the amount together with interest and costs as if 
it were an arrear of land revenue. The undertaking shall 
be in Form No. 64 . 
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Disbursement and Repayment of grants and loans 
169. Grants and loans to be disbursed in single instal. 
mients.-- Grants and loans sanctioned under these rules shall 
be disbursed in single instalments. 

170 . ( 1 ) Repayment of loans.--Loans shall be repayable 
in equal annual instalments and the date of payment of each 
such instalment of principal and interest shall, as far as prac 
ticable, be the date of one of the land revenue kists . The first 
instalment shall not however be repayable before the expiry 
of 12 months from the date of disbursement of the loan . 

(2 ) Interest payable along with first instalment when 
period exceeds twelve months.-- When the interval between 
the disbursement of the loan and the date fixed for repay 
ment of the first instalment exceeds twelve months, interest 
shall be calculated for the period in excess of twelve months 
at the rate of interest payable for the loan and the amount 
thereof shall be recovered along with the first instalment. . 

171. Repayment to be made at Treasury .- ( 1 ) Repayment 
shall be made at the Government treasury to the credit of 
the Agriculturist Rehabilitation Fund under a separate head 
of account. 


(2) Advance payment of instalment and excess pay 


ment. The borrower shall be free at any time to pay a larger 
sum than the annual instalment or to discharge the whole 
loan in a single instalment. Payment of an annual instalment 
before the due date shall be treated as having been 
made on the due date. Any sum paid in excess of an annual 
instalment on or before the due date, shall be credited 
to the next instalment unless the borrower demands its refund 
at once in which case it shall be refunded . Such excess pay 
ment shall not be credited to the principal alone unless the 
borrower wishes to repay the whole loan . 

Summary recovery of grants and loans 
172. Grants.- ( 1 ) If at any time after the disbursement of 
the grant, the Collector is satisfied that the person who re 
ceived the grant has failed to utilise the amount for the 
purpose for which it was given , the Collector shall, after re 
cording the reasons in writing, order the summary recovery 
of the amount from the grantee together with interest at the 
rate chargeable for a loan for the same amount, and costs . 

(2 ) Loans.--If, at any time after the disbursement of the 
loan , the Collector is satisfied that the person who received 
the loan has failed to utilise the amount for the purpose for 
which it was granted or to fulfil any of the conditions on 
which the same was granted , or has applied to be adjudicated 
or has been adjudicated an insolvent, he shall , after recording 
the reasons, in writing, order the summary recovery from such 
person , or from all or any of his sureties, the entire amount . 
of the loan together with interest and costs : 
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Provided that in the cases mentioned in sub -rules ( 1 ) and 
( 2 ) the Collector may at his discretion , in the first 
instance , recover a portion of the amount without prejudice 
to the right to recover the balance at any subsequent time. 

Tahsiider to certify proper utilisation of grant or loan.. 
173 . ( 1) Tahsildar to submit completion report. - The 
order sanctioning the grant or loan shall specify the time with 
in which the work should be completed or the amount should 
be utilised for the purpose for which it is given . Soon after 
the expiry of the time, the Tahsildar shall report to the Col 
lector , after verification , whether the work has been carried out 
or whether the amount has been fully and properly utilised 
in substantial conformity with the original proposal. 

(2 ) Collector s power to sanction extension of time. 
The Collector may, in his discretion , grant extension of time 
in deserving cases for completion of the work or for utilisation 
of the amount. 

174. Amounts to be recovered as arrears of land revenue. 
In the case of loans, in the security bonds to be executed by the 
borrower and his sureties , a condition shall be incorporated 
to the effect that , in the event of default or violation of the 
terms, the entire amount of the loan or the balance thereof 
still remaining unpaid together with interest and costs, shall 
be recoverable as if it were an arrear of land revenue under the 
Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force . 

Write -off of irrecoverable arrears 
175. Authority to sanction write off .— The authority sanc 
tioning the loan may, with the previous sanction of the Govern 
ment, write off any irrecoverable arrears for valid reasons to 
be recorded in writing . 

176. Forms of order and security bond . - An order sanc 
tioning a grant shall be in Form No. 65, an order sanctioning 
a loan shall be in Form No. 66 and the notice to the applicant 
to receive the grant or loan shall be in Form No. 67. The 
security bond or bonds to be executed by the borrower and 
his surety, if any, shall be in one or more of Form Nos . 68 , 69, 
70 or 71 as may be applicable to the case . An order rejecting 
the application for a grant or loan shall be in Form No. 72. 

CHAPTER V 


RATES OF COURT FEES 

[ Section 87 ] 
177. Levy of fees.--No document under the Act or under 
these rules shall be filed , exhibited or recorded in , or be acted 
on by any Land Tribunal or the Land Board or anyother 
authority unless it is duly stamped with the requisite court fee 
at the rates specified in the statement appended to rule 181: 


178 . 


Collection of fees by stamps. - All fees chargeable 
under the Act or under these rules shall be collected by way of 
stamps . 

179. Stamps to be impressed or adhesive .-- The stamps used 
to denote any fee chargeable under the Act or under these 
rules, may be impressed or adhesive or partly impressed and 
partly adhesive. 

180. Cancellation of stump.-- No document requiring a 
stamp under these rules shall be acted upon in any proceedings 
unless the stamp has been cancelled . 

181. Fees. For the documents mentioned in column ( 2 ) 
of the statement appended , fixed fee at the rates mentioned 
against each , in column ( 3 ) thereof shall be payable .

CHAPTER VI 


RULES OF PROCEDURE 
182. Proceedings in general. - In all proceedings before the 
Land Tribunal and the Land Board, the procedure prescribed 
as regards applications in the Code of Civil Procedure shall, 
as far as can be made applicable, be followed except to the 
extent otherwise provided in the Act or in these Rules.. 

183 . Costs.-- Subject to the provisions of the Act, the costs 
of and incident to all proceedings shall be in the discretion of 
the Land Tribunal or the Land Board trying them , and it shall 
have full power to determine by whom , out of what property 
and to what extent such costs are to be paid , and to give all 
necessary directions for the purposes aforesaid. The fact that 
the Tribunal or the Board has no jurisdiction to try the pro 
ceedings shall be no bar to the exercise of such powers. 

184. Language of Land Tribunal and Land Board .-- The lan 
guage of the Land Tribunal and the Land Board shall be 
English and Malayalam , or where Malayalam is not the regio 
nal language of a particular area , the regional language of such 
area . 

185. Enlargement of time. - Where any period is fixed or 
granted by the Land Tribunal or the Land Board for the doing 
of any act prescribed or allowed by these rules, it may, in its 
discretion , from time to time, enlarge such period even though 
the period originally fixed or granted may have expired. 
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186. Tribunal and Member of Board not to try proceedings 
" in which they are interested . — No Land Tribunal or Member 
of the Land Board shall try any proceeding in which he 
is a party or is personally interested or shall adjudicate upon 
any connected proceeding. When any such proceeding comes 
before any Land Tribunal, it shall report the circumstances 
to the Land Board and the latter shall thereupon transfer the 
proceeding to any other Tribunal. 

187. Institution of proceedings---filing of copies.- Where 
any application is presented , a true copy of the same for service 
with the notice on each respondent shall be filed by the ap 
plicant 

188. Written Statement .-- The respondent may, and if so 
required by the Land Tribunal or the Land Board shall , at or 
before the first hearing or within such time as it may permit, 
present a written statement of his defence or of any claim for 

and with such written statement shall produce all docu 
ments, in his possession or power on which he bases his de 
fence or any claim for relief. Where he relies on any other 
documents as evidence in support of his defence or claim , he 
shall enter such documents in a list to be added to the written 
statement. A document which ought to be produced or to be 
entered in the list, but which has not been so produced or 
entered accordingly , shall not without the leave of the Land 
Tribunal or the Land Board he received in evidence on the 
respondent s behalf at the hearing of the proceeding. 

189. Summons how served.The summons to a witness 
may be delivered to the party applying for such summons for 
making service on the witness : 8 

Provided that when the party so desires or the Land Tri 
bunal or the Land Board deems fit, the summons shall be sent 
through registered post . 

190. Land Tribunal or Land Board may grant adjourn 
ment.-- The Land Tribunal or the Land Board may , if sufficient 
cause is shown, at any stage of the proceeding grant time to 
the parties or to any of them , and may from time to time 
adjourn the hearing of the proceeding. 

191. Power to inspect.- The Land Tribunal or the Land 
Board may, at any stage of the proceeding inspect any property 
or thing concerning which any question may arise .
